FOREST FIRE REPORT 


We again passed a year without any serious forest fire. I cannot 
over emphasize the tremendous cost to a town of a bad forest fire. 
The Town’s people, I feel sure, by their care in avoiding careless 
burning, have saved themselves a lot of tax money. Luck has some- 
thing to do with this, too, because the most costly fires in other towns 
in the State were started by lightning. 


Your Forest Fire Crew, however, have served on these other fires 
and gained some valuable experience. These services went on through 
a period totalling about four weeks and included work in Acworth, 
Grantham, Plainfield, and Jaffrey. The men involved included, be- 
side the Warden, Royal Holmes, Ben Porter, Fred Hatch, Bill Kemp, 
Vernard Hurd, Everett Bragg, and Sumner Hurd, Jr. The Town 
Forest Fire pump was used at Acworth and the telephones were used 
at Aeworth and Grantham. 

Some of these men, who are also State Special Deputies, served 
in an administrative capacity. These jobs included Fire Boss, Sector 
Boss, Information Officer, Communications Officer, Pump Boss, Per- 
sonnel Officer, Scout, and Supply Officer.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Langdon, I herewith submit 
my second annual report as Superintendent of Schools: 

More “aeroplane” type desks were purchased to complete the 
replacement of older style desks in the primary room. The separate 
chair-desk type units were purchased for the intermediate room. New 
curtains were purchased, desk-tops refinished and hot water installed, 
as well as a new drinking fountain. 


Due to an increase in enrollment and a revision of the transporta- 
tion system, it was necessary to continue to use a few of the old 
desks. 

The heavy influx of pupils in the first and second grades made it 
necessary to move the fourth grade into the intermediate room. 

Mr. Francis Usher was employed to replace Mrs. Dorothy Wilson 
who resigned. Mr. Usher is a graduate of Keene Teachers College 
and taught one year in Rockville, Maryland. 

The pupils have responded very readily to an increased program 
of physical education which Mr. Usher has been able to provide. 

Mrs. Floris Batchelder was employed to teach and supervise music 
instruction. This has meant a continuation of group instrumental 
instruction following the rhythm band activities of the primary 
srades provided by Miss Duncan. 

Miss Duncan has acted as principal in addition to her teaching 
duties. The stimulation and acquisition of fundamentals, as pro- 
vided by Miss Duncan in the most impressive years of a child’s life, 
will assure many boys and girls of a sound training in study habits 
that will benefit them throughout their educational experiences. 

With Alstead beginning to feel the effects of an increased school 
enrollment, Langdon must begin to consider possible expansion of 
the present building to meet its own problem in the next few years. 

1 again wish to thank you for your cooperation and support of the 
school activities and, in particular, I appreciate the work of the 
school board in assuming responsibilities that would otherwise con- 
sume my time. Building programs are now being carried out and 
considered in Cornish, Unity, Lempster, Goshen and Groydon. These 
have involved many hours on the part of the superintendent, and | 
am sure the people in these communities appreciate your indulgence 
at this time.

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SCHOOL NURSE’S REPORT 


Good health has been defined as “a state of complete physical, 
mental and social well-being and the foundation of joyous, zestful 
living.” This is the goal for which we are striving in our school 


health program. 

Our school health program is carried out through the cooperation 
of the state, the local administrative staff of the schools, the teaching 
personnel, the parents, the pupils and the school nurse. 

Our first concern is for the physical well-being of our children. 
The child who has some physical defect, no matter how minor, and 
is not given the benefit of needed medical care, certainly cannot be 
the happy child we would like him to be. 


Routine inspections which are conducted in every school by your 
school nurse serve as a screening. These inspections consist of 
heights, weights, general condition, appearance, vision and hearing 
tests. If any defect is observed, a notice is sent home to the parents 
of the child. These notices in no way serve a diagnostic purpose. 
Your school nurse reports symptoms only. A reply to the notice, 
by the parents, is most desirable. If no reply is made, or if the 
parents request the nurse’s assistance, she in turn makes a home visit 
to determine how she may best assist the parents in obtaining care 


for the child. 


Many organizations—federal, state, and local service organizations 
—stand ready to help in providing the necessary care for our chil- 
dren. If financial assistance is needed for eye care, service organi- 
zations such as the Rotary and Lion’s Clubs are very generous and 
helpful. The Sight Conservation Program, which is sponsored by 
the State Department of Public Welfare, is also available. Our same 
service organizations are also very interested in our hearing difh- 
culties. There again, state assistance is available through the Crip- 
pled Children’s Services. If the loss of hearing is due to a congenital 
abnormality which may be corrected, Crippled Children’s Services 
will authorize treatment. Funds for hearing aids are not available 


through this service. We are dependent upon the N. H. Hearing 
Society, welfare agencies and service organizations for assistance 
in the purchase of hearing aids. 


In the case of the retarded child or the child who has great difh- 
culty in adjusting himself to school and his environment, the Child 


Guidance Clinic, under Dr. Philbrick, is available as a diagnostic 
clinic.

These are only a few of the many agencies which stand ready to 
assist our children whenever the need arises. They assume a share 


in the responsibility of keeping our children healthy, happy and 
well-adjusted. 


The cooperation of each one of us is the important factor in the 
succeess of our health program. 


In conclusion, | would like to thank each one of you for your 
interest and your help in carrying out this important program.
